FAIRFIELD— (AP) —Mys- 


ter fires today destroyed Big 
Earl Shelton's last building on 
his big hill top farm and the 
vacated home of Ray Walker, 
former henchman of the Shel- 
ton prohibition era gang. 
Sheriff Elmer Brown said the 
fires were apparently repris- 
als because Shelton had indi- 
rectly asked protection by the 
Illinois governor. 


Three of Shelton's brothers have 


been slain from ambush since 1947, 
and Big Earl and other kinsmen 
have been wounded in a series of 
violent outbreaks. Surviving Shel- 
tons have left this southeast Illinois 
area and Walker had left before 
their exodus. 


Bar Big Earl 


"This is just proof," the sheriff 


said, "that they are not going to 
let Big Earl come back and oper- 
ate that farm." 


Brown said he did not know who 


"they" are. Brown added, however, 
that an "enemy" Shelton was quot- 
ed as fearing had been on a trip 
to the southern states for some 
time. 


The sheriff himself discovered 


the Walker home ablaze as he was 
on his way to look at Shelton's fire- 
razed tenant house. He said the 
two fires, about a half mile apart, 
possibly started about the same 
time early today. He said a door 
of the Walker house was propped 
open for "a good draft" on the 
blaze, started in the middle of the 
living room floor. 


Loss Not Set 


Amount of loss was not available 


but Walker's home was estimated 
as worth possibly J8.000 or more. 
Brown said neither was insured. 


No firemen were called and no 


attempt was made to put out the 
fires. 


Neighbors reported they saw the 


vacant two-story tenant house on 
Big Earl's hill top farm burning 
about 5 a.m. They did not report 
seeing any one near it. On differ- 
ent nights, Big Earl's 535,000 home 
was burned after a tin can bomb 
routed Earl and his wife, Earline; 
his big barn was burned and fire 
destroyed the home of his aged, 
widowed mother, Agnes. 


Kan Us Thinned 


Since 1947, a bloody vendetta has 


thinned the ranks of the once pow- 
erful Shelton clan. Three Shelton 
brothers—Carl, Bernie and Roy- 
have been slain 
from 
ambush. 


Brothers Earl and Dalta fled their 
big Wayne county farms without 
leaving forwarding addrevsos. (<one 
too, after many unsolved shootings 
and fires, are the only other blood 
members of the clan. 


Big Earl, who figured in prohi- 


bition era gang warring that took 
a reported 40 lives, counting two 
mayors and other lawmen, return- 
ed to the limelight this week.

$l,fiOO,000,000 cut today in President Trumin's $7,900.000.000 foreign 
aid program but another supported it in lull. 


The American Farm Bureau Fed- 


eration, largest of the national ag- 
riculture groups, proposed the 25 
per cent slash in testimony before 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee. 


The National Farmers Union said 


the full sum asked by the presi 
dent should be approved "without 
crippling amendments and without 
reductions." 


Private Testimony

tion," Patton said, "substantial ap- 
propriations for world economic 
and social development arc neces- 
sary to maintain an expanding 
economy, high level employment, 
and strong purchasing power in 
this country."

Stevenson said. "I have repeatedly 
said I am running for reelection 
for governor of this state, and that 
is all.

B. Smart, a Marine pilot '"from 
Leesville, La., in North Korea 
yesterday.

\VASHINGTON, 
(AP) — Rep, 


Bishop (R-II1) has proposed that 
the government assist In setting 
up a pilot plant to find uses for 
Southern Illinois timber. 


He said there is plenty of lower- 


grade, hard wood in the Shawnee 
national forest but that furniture 
manufacturers in Northern Illi 
nois have never explored the pos' 
sibilities of obtaining their raw 
material in the southern part of 
the state. 
Southern Illinois university, he 
said, would establish a lumber 
pilot plant as part of its voca- 
tional training program and wants 
the U.S. forest service to provide 
technicians. 


Bishop 
estimated 
$50,000 
in 


federal money would be needed for 
the salaries and expenses of the 
technicians. 


He made the proposal during 


recent hearings of a house sub- 
committee on agricultural appro- 
priations. The group made the 
testimony public today. 


"The establishment of this pilot 


plant,'' said Bishop, "will put a 
hundred people to work in an 
area which has been declared by 
the president to be a critical un- 
employment area."

estimate there is enough timber 
in the area to maintain 250 such 
plants and "this would mean a 
total of approximately 25,000 jobs."

Oxen plow 
the lana. We have seen little farm 
machinery during our cruise. Land 
is cultivated from the sea level 
to the top of the mountains. 


Hedges Evident 


Cactus and prickley hedges five 


feet high are much in evidence 
and a real protection. Two crops 
oJ grain are raised. They have 
an artistic way of stacking baled 
hay in the shape of a story and a 
half hpuse with sloping roof. 


Tunisia lies along the northern 


coas: of Africa between Algeria 
and Libya with an area of 48,300 
squaie miles and a population of 
about 3,500,000 including 150,000 
people of European origin. The 
native population Is made up of 
Arabs and Bedouins and some 
Africans. The city of Tunis is 
the capital and principal port 
situated on Lake Tunis and I 
thought I had never seen a more 
beautiful view when I reached the 
height where attractive homes 
draped themselves from the moun- 
tain side with an unobstructed view 
of 
the 
silvery blue 
sparkling 


waters. What a thrill it would be 
to view it in time of storm when 
the tremendous splashing white 
caps reach the shore. 


Narrow Channel 


Tunis has access to the sea by 


means of a narrow channel to the 
port of LaGoulctte. The city Is di- 
vided into two sections, old and 
new. In the old you find the old 
gates, the Mosques of the 13th 
century, the very narrow streets 
lined with filthy looking shops, 
cobblers, tinners pounding out pans 
by hana, dry goods such as cheap 
cotton by the yard, fruit and candy 
stands. AS we walked the narrow 
slippery cobble-stone streets we 
were bcselged with beggars and 
wor«e than that I had a hard time 
to Keep a boy from stealing a 
gold pin off the lapel of my jacket. 
Ho got the safety catch loose as I 
clutched the pin. These youngsters 
follow the tourists in droves. 


But Tunis and surroundings are 


not all like this. Nearby are the 
ancient ruins of Carthage. For 
mot o than 700 years this city was 
powerful and prosperous. At the 
end of a long conflict with Rome 
tho city was captured and went up 
In flftmcs. In 148 B.C.—what a 
long timo that is—Carthago was. 


restored by the two Caesars. There 
is now In Carthage a fine historic 
mu&eum. 


Impressed by Walls 


To go back to tha city of Tunis 


we were greatly impressed with 
the old walls which enclosed the 
city in olden days. Built by the 
Romans they are 
f 


entrance to the city. 


The aqueduct was really some- 


thing vto see. Built by the Roman 
,empire its great walls towered and 
towered 
from 
a tremendously 


heavy wall ornamented with many 
graceful archways in the lower 
walls. VVater for the city drained 
from the top railing. It was tre- 
mendous in length. 


Beautiful Homos 


Many beautiful homes were seen. 


There were no chimneys and I 
learned that they heated their 
home? by charcoal burners. In 
the stores 'we saw many burners. 
They were made of perforated 
brass, stood about two and one- 
half feel high and were really 
attractive. If it was not for the 
size I would lug one along. Just 
the thing to take Uie chill out of 
your room. This Arabian and 
French city is on the northern tip 
of Africa. We truly are from day 
to day finding ourselves in many 
countries. 


Appreciate Privilege 


The privilege is appreciated and 


while 1 have never taken so tre- 
mendous and tiring a trip I am 
happy to .take in every possible 
point of interest for I would not 
want to do it over again. Even 
so I will often think of many 
places, winding roads high above 
the sea, the gorges and crests of 
the mountains whose scenic beauty 
is so inspiring. Often a glimpse 
provides a spectacle of over-power- 
ing grandeur. The blue sky, the 
sun, green and blue waters of the 
sea contribute to the creation of a 
beautiful, fascinating setting that 
%vill linger on and on in my mem- 
ory.

WASHINGTON, (AP)-President 


Truman asked congress today to 
insure that the 2>/4 million men 
and women of voting age in the 
armed forces have an opportunity 
to cast ballots in this year's elec- 
tions. 


In' a special message, the presi- 


dent suggested legislation "which 
will overcome the obstacles to 
soldier voting that may still exist 
in state laws as the elections draw 
near." 


Such 
legislation, 
he 
added 


"should be temporary, since it 
should be possible to make all 
the necessary changes in state 
laws, before the congressional elec- 
tions of 1954." 


Sends Study 


With his message, the president 


sent to the capitol a study made 
by a committee of the American 
Political Science Association. It 
made recommendations for fed- 
eral, 
state 
and 
administrative 


changes in absentee voting laws. 
Truman had asked this organiza- 
tion last' Oct. 23 to make the 
study. 


The committee, with one dis- 


sei:t, recommended the use of a 
federal ballot this year in cases 
where state laws were not suf- 
ficiently improved in time to give 
armed 
service 
members 
from 


those states the right to vote. 


Lists Rights 


The association's special com- 


mittee expressed the belief that 
seivice men of voting age, whether 
in the United States or overseas, 
should have the right:

exercised. 


"10. To receive essential infor 


mation.on the duty of 'citizens in 
uniform' to defend our Demo- 
cratic institutions by using, rather 
than ignoring, their voting rights."
